PARIS IP—The West agreed to 
Hay at a meeting of the I.'* NATO 
foreign ministers to strengthen the 
political ties of the Atlantic alliance 
for a counter-offensive against tho 
Soviets’ new cold war mow-. 
The NATO Allies already had 
agre“d to beef up their military 
defenses against the Soviets. 
To­ 
day the foreign ministers decided 
in a M'cret three hour meeting to 
bolster their political action 
In another move to beef up the 
Vest s military power in Europe, 
the NATO powers announced they 
will build a brand new tactical air 
force with American units ba^ed 
behind the Alps in northern Italy 
The new move will widen the 
spread of Allied air bases now 
clustered in mid-Europe 
It will 
strengthen 
the 
continent’s 
air 
shield 
against Soviet aggression 
with United States aircraft and pi­ 
lots lo serve clear notice that no 
American withdrawal is planned 
A NATO spokesman said the new 
defensive air fleet will be known 
a< the 5th Allied Tactical Air Force 
He said new U. S air units would 
fly in to join it on the northern 
Italian bases

WASHINGTON a.P>__ If Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture Ezra T. Ben 
sons prediction

correct, net 
farm income in 1956 will be about 
$10,200,(KH),OOO, down 400 million 
dollars from 1955, and $1,600,000,- 
000 from 1954 
A net farm income of $10,200,- 
OOO.OOd next year would mean a 
drop of almost 14 per cent in two 
years 
This year's estimated farm in­ 
come of $10,600,000,000, which was 
IO per cent under 1954, already 
has Republican politicians worried 
well 
in advance of next year's 
presidential campaign. 
The pre-' 
dieted further drop of about four 
per cent — although much smaller 
than last year’s decline — would 
add to their misery as well as hurt 
the farmers. 
Henson told reporters Thursday 
that he expected farm income next 
year to remain at about the pres­ 
ent level 
But under questioning, 
he sa»d that average farm income 
for 1956 as a whole would be lower 
than in 1955.

Western Notes 
Reaffirm 
Right to Berlin 


Statements Hold 
Soviets Responsible 
For 4-Power Pact 


I 
BERLIN (UP) _ The Western 
Allies said today in a statement 
they will hold the Soviets respons­ 
ible for four power agreements on 
Germany despite the Soviet grant 
of sovereignty to East Germany. 
The 
American, 
British 
a n d 
French embassies in Bonn issued 
separate statements affirming their 
right to Berlin soon after West 
German 
scrap 
dealers 
disclosed 
the Communists had seized ll west­ 
bound trucks worth $183,000 in an­ 
other effort to force recognition 
of the East government. 
The Big Three statements reject­ 
ed the contention of Soviet Am­ 
bassador G. M. Pushkin that East 
Germany can limit Western Allied 
rights in Berlin as threatened re­ 
cently by both the Soviets and the 
German Communists. 
The embassies said the W’estern 
powers made it clear to the Soviets 
in their note to Moscow Oct. 3 that 
“they continue to hold the Soviet 
government responsible for the ob­ 
ligations assumed by it in the quad 
ri partite four power agreements re­ 
garding Germany.” 
They said this remains the posi­ 
tion of the West. 
Later, it was disclosed that the 
three Western ambassadors sent 
similar notes to Pushkin, repeat­ 
ing the views disclosed by the 
statements. 
A spokesman for the scrap deal­ 
ers association 
said Communist 
customs guards were holding the 
trucks at the Communist Maricn- 
born checkpoint at the Western end 
of the 110-mile highway from iso­ 
lated Berlin. 
He said the truckers would have 
to pay “ huge fines" or face out­ 
right confiscation of their trucks. 
He said the scrap shipments they 
contained already have been seized 
by the Reds. 
“ The action is .strictly political," 
the spokesman said. 
“There was 
nothing wrong with the truckers’ 
shipping documents. 
When we in­ 
quired at the East German cus­ 
toms office about the m atter we 
were told ‘You will have no trouble 
if your ministry talks to our min- 
i-try*.” 
He said the Communists began 
their new 
interference with the 
scrap shipments this week on a 
pretext that 
the 
shipping 
docu­ 
ments were not in order.

3. “That it is possible for fines 
to be ‘watered down’ so that the 
amount is so small it makes no dif­ 
ference; 
4. “That the Harrisburg drive in 
theater is guilty of showing ob­ 
scene movies; 
5. " T h a t 
discrimination 
was 
shown in drawing up the bounda­ 
ries of the proposed village of Mud­ 
dy. 
That territory was included 
that would vote wet and territory 
(excluded that would vote dry. 
We 
feel discrimination was shown and 
someone should take action.** 
In concluding his remarks to the 
supervisors. Rev. Fuson added that 
the ministers believed clubs in Sa­ 
line county were in violation of the 
law by selling liquor and that gam­ 
bling devices were operating in the 
city of Harrisburg. 
He added that it was the belief 
of the ministers that it was the 
board's business *o uphold the law 
and to exercise its influence upon 
officials to enforce the law.

Gov. Averell Har- 
rim an of New York also has an­ 
nounced that his name will be plac­ 
ed in nomination at the national 
convention, but he insists he is not 
an “ active” candidate 
Kefauver pledged in his nomina­ 
tion statement that, as a candi­ 
date, he will “ seek to maintain 
the 'pirit of unity which now p er­ 
meates our party.” 
Receives Party Encouragement 
But he added that he will, as in 
the past, attem pt “ to advance the 
forwardlooking, progressive tradi­ 
tions 
of the Democratic 
P arty 
which characterized the adminis­ 
trations 
of 
Presidents 
Roosevelt 
and Trum an.” 
“ We must continue to seek solu­ 
tions to great social problems in 
human term s—something which the 
Republicans have signally failed to 
do.” the senator said. 
Kefauver recalled his statem ent 
at the conclusion of a European 
frip this past fall that he would 
confer w ith party leaders before de­ 
c id e ; whether to run. 
Kefauver 
said today thai he received en­ 
couragement 
“ particularly 
from 
the rank-and-file members of the 
party ’’ 
“ I therefore announced my can ­ 
didacy for the Democratic presi­ 
dential nomination at the conven­ 
tion which will be held in Chicago 
next August ” he said. 
“ I intend 
to conduct a vigorous campaign. 
I will again contest in a num ber 
of state primaries. 
i 
‘‘Beyond the limiting factor of 
my work in the Senate, the amount 
of money available for campaigns, 
and the possibility of conflicting 
dates, I will hope to enter a> m any 
as I can." 
In his statement, Kefauver at­ 
tacked GOP policies as they affect 
business and the farmer.
